James Purdon, defealod candidate 
for councilman in the Third ward, 
filed suit In the Mason Circuit Court 
this afternoon against Or. J. A. Dod- 
son, successful candidate, and Messrs. 
c! B. Qalbreath, Qus Schwarts and E 
P. Rasp, members of the Mason Coun- 
ty Board of Election Commissioners. 

In his petition Purdon states that 
Dodson is ncit loKiilly eligible to luilii 
the otBce of iiifinlier of council from 
the Third ward for the reason thai 
he has not been a resident of the ward 
for 6 months just prior to Ihe elec- 
tion. He stales that he and Ross 
Owens are entitled to receive tlie cer- 
tificates of election as they received 
the highest number of votes ca.st in 
the election for any candidate that 
was eligible. 

The plaintiff prays that Circuit 
Clerk Key Issue a temporary restrain- 
ing order against the members of the 
Election Commission restraining them 
from Issuing the oertlflcaTh to Dr. Dod- 
son.

Bdwin p. Morrow and his associates 
on the Republican state ticket, were 
elected yesterday by majorities which 
exceed the expectations of their most 
confident supporters. 

Complete, altho unofficial, returns 
from 102 of the 120 counties in Ken- 
tucky, gave Mr. Morrow a majority of 
31,660 votes. 

The vote ot the eighteen counties 
from which reports had not been re- 
ceived estimated on the basis of the 
1916 election, would leave Mr. Mor- 
row's majority undiminished. Esti- 
mated on the basis of tlie gains made 
In the counties reported, tln'sc conn- ; 
ties would give a substantial in- i 
crease in Mr. Morrow's majority of 
more than .'io.onn. 

The sweiiiiiig Koiuililican victory 
carried with it control of tlie Ken- 
tucky House of Representatives. The 
Republicans will have a substantial 
majority in the House, but exact II ;- 
ures were not substantial last night. 

The overwhelming victory ot the Ro- 
publlcan candidates was marked by 
reversals of political form hitherto 
without precedent In the history of 
Kentucky. Counties which never be- 
fore had been known to go otherwise 
than Democratic gave majorities to 
Mr. Morrow and his associates. 

The Sixth Congressional DIstrlit, 
which Republicans had been conced- 
ing to the Democrats by estimated 
majorties of from 2,000 to 4,000, ga e 
Morrow a majority ot more than 1,000 
votes. Large majorities in Kent n 
and Campbell counties contribute 1 
largely to this result. 

The Sixth District often has giv :i 
Democratic majorities of nearly lO.ln 
.N'ever before has any election found it 
in the Republican column. 

floverijor Black ran a poor race In 
cviTv section of Kentucky, as cor, - 
i pared with the race of four years a 
wlien .Mr. Stanley, on the face of the 
returns, got a majority of 471. In the 
iiMUiiilains. where Democrats belii v^id 
ar,v.^"Tior Hlack would show his gro.it- 
est strength, Mr. Morrow was given 
greatly increased majorities, com- 
pared to the election of 1916. Gover- 
nor Black was defeated In his home 
precinct and failed to reduce the nor- 
mal RepubUcan majorities in his home 
county, Knox. ^

A call for Toluntesrs to Bght under 
the standard of the National Tubercu- 
losis Association and Its 1000 affiliated 
bodies throughout the country against 
tuberculosis — humanity's most TlCloiis 
foe — has been sounded. 

A recent health survey, made by the 
experts of the National Tuberculosis 
Association, brought to light some 
startling statistics with regard lo the 
prevelency of the disease. The Bnd- 
Ings of this survey have revealed a 
niitional menace, which must be eradi- 
cated. The flfnres Show thst sscb 
year 160,000 persons die of the dis- 
ease snd that there are approximate- 
ly 2,000,000 cases of tuberculosis In 
the I'nlted States today. 

The untaught consumptive — one who 
does not know the rules of healtJi, Is 
an ln<lof;illKal>li' spreader of the dls 
ease. Wherever he goet, he leaves be- 
hind him a trail of tlie deadly germs. 

The National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion snd its affiliated bodies have en- 
tered upon an Intensive nstion-wlde 
educational campaign. The campaign 
will be localised and within a short 
time there will be ample work for 
many thousands of volunteers. 

The National Tuberculosis Assncla- 
tliiM and Its aflillated bodies are fi- 
nanced largely by the annual sale of 
Hcd Cross Christinas Seals.

ADOPTED 17 YEARS AGO 



The double barred Red Cross Is 
seventeen years old this month. In 
October, 1902, the International Autl- 
Tuberculosls Association, then meeting 
In BerHn, adopted the cross as the 
emblem of the world-wide fight against 
tuberculosis. It was proposed by Dr. 
O. Serslron, of Paris. It Is a com- 
bination of the Qrolx de Ix>rrslne and 
the cross of the Ureck Catholic 
church. Both crosses are symbolic of 
charily and help to humanity. Their 
ronihlned features were selected and 
adopted as the synilml cf the hope of 
civilization. Four years later. In 1! DO 
the double barred Red Cross was (-ir 
ried Into this country. It was In lOUO 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
was formed, and for the three Inter- 
vening years the cross has been osr. 
ried over the United States by itie 
National Tuberculosis Association uuA 
Its affiliated bodies, which now num-- 
ber one thousand.
